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Death has come to William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie King at the close of a career 80 
closely identified with a fateful period in 
Canadian history and so interwoven with 
the growth of this country that one cannot 
but feel that, in dying, the great prime 
minister has caused Canada to die a little, 
too. 

Louis St. Laurent has said, with notable 
truth, that Mr. King dominated his age 
go completely that history, viewing all 
things dispassionately in perspective, will 
label the prolonged interval during which 
he held office as the “Mackenzie King 
epoch.” a 

It would be hypocritical and belittling 
to say, at this moment, that Canadians en- 
tertained a warm personal affection for 
Mr. King because his essentially retiring 
nature did not encourage intimacy. 

The truth is that his friendships were 
friendships of the mind and these intellec- 
tual companionships were many and 
cordial. 

To the masses of Canadians, the former 
prime minister was an aloof and even re- 
mote figure which commanded respect 
and admiration rather than the clamorous 
devotion which sometimes lesser men are 


able to inspire. 


There were and always will be wide 
divisions of opinion about the efficacy of 
his domestic policies. 

But in the field of international rela- 
tionships, not even his most unrelenting 
political opponent could disparage the 
sweep and genius of his leadership. 

Mr. King was head of the Canadian 
government during a time in Canada's 
history when this country graduated from 
virtual infancy to national adulthood and 
independence. 

This transition could easily have been 
accomplished with violent reactions, It was 
due to Mr. King's consummate statecraft 
that the Statute of Westminster, which 
pronounced the verity of Canada’s com- 
plete sovereignty, should have been ac- 
companied by a minimum relaxation of the 
imperial tie. 

It was his statecraft, too, that steadily 
promoted Canada in the esteem of the 
world when this country's independence 
became an actual fact. 

As minister of external affairs in his 
own cabinets, Mr- King won for Canada 
the respect of all nations. 

No man has had a more potent hand 
in the shaping of Canada’s character. 


Those itinerant Bureaucrats 


Officials of the department of national 
health and welfare will spend more than 
$1,500,000 for publicity, travel and “sun- 
dries” in 1950-51. 

Just what the “sundrics” include is 
not clear, but the official estimates provide 
a cool $211,000 for this purpose, Publicity 
will take care of another $524,000, and 
$773,000 will go for travel. 

Health Minister Martin says that all 
these expenditures are necessary. What 
he does not say, in specific terms, is why 
officials of his department have to do so 
much travelling. 

A good many people can travel many 
miles for $773,000. 

Mr. Martin’s argument that the de- 


partment of national health and welfare 
spends less on travel than a good many 
other departments is no answer. 

Taxpayers are entitled to know what 
sort of officials are doing the travelling, 
whether their journeys are really neces- 
sary, and what benefits the taxpayers of 
Canada derive from this constant flitting 
to and fro. 

Thoughtful citizens who ponder this 
enormous travelling bill cannot help won- 
dering how much better it would be if, in- 
stead of going for plane fares and hotel 
bills, part at least of the money could be 
spent directly for aiding a crippled child, 
or for furthering research in _polio- 
myelitis. 


Naive Psychology of the Reds 


In one respect the naivete of the com- 
munists exceeds the naivete of “Hitler's 
nazis. 

And that is in believing that the broad- 
casts and messages of captured American 
officers urging an American surrender 
can have any possible effect on the Ameri- 
can determination to win the Korean war. 

Hitler set up a whole battery of traitors 


to broadcast monsense calculated to 
weaken the morale of the British. This 
performance only increased British bitter- 
ness against the nazis. 

Korean efforts along the same line will 
have a similar effect. 

It is an instance of how utterly apart 
are the totalitarian and democratic men- 
talities. 


Let His Majesty Decide Alone 


It is thought unlikely in Ottawa that 
Viscount Alexander of Tunis will be able 
to accept a second term as governor-gen- 
eral of Canada. 

Even if the present hostilities in Korea 
do not spread to other areas, the military 
tension may be such for a long period of 
time that men of the military capacity of 
Lord Alexander wil] be in demand as con- 
Sultants to their own governments or to 
the United Nations. 

t seems to be the idea that soldiers 
of the professional standing of Lord Alex- 
ander should not be retained in posts that 
do not exercise their military genius. 

And much as Lord Alexander is ad- 
mired and respected in Canada, the force 
of that argument must be plain to every- 
body 

Thus there is a good chance that the 
selection of a new governor-general will 
be on the cards before very long. 

It has been the custom, when such 
choices are made, for the government of

Canada to select certain names and sub- 
mit them to His Majesty for approval. 

We would like to suggest that this cus- 
tom be reversed, that the choice of a gov- 
ernor-general be left entirely to the King, 
subject, of course, to the approval of the 
Canadian government just as the accession 
of the King himself must have such ap- 
proval. 

We make this proposal, not only be- 
cause we believe that the man who rep- 
resents the King should be preeminently 
the King’s own choice, but because there 
is a likelihood that, under such circum- 
stances, the choice of His Majesty might 
fall upon a Canadian. 

We have opposed the appointment of 
a Canadian to the governor-generalship 
on the sole ground that the right of the 
King in this respect should not be en- 
croached upon 

But if a Canadian were His Majesty's 
personal choice, this difficulty would be 
overcome.

REGINA, Sask—I want to 
tell you a story today about a 
35 - year - old Englishman, his 
Amerfean wife and their four- 
months-old baby boy and I hope 


you will feel as good inside 
about it as I do.

Ronald Street and he and his 
family are living in the smallest 
cottage of the Regina Auto 
Camp where we have parked 
our trailer.

Mr. Street, known profession- 
ally in the show world as “The 
Cheeky Little Chappie,” crossed 
the Atlantic (two to a berth) 
some 10 years ago as a comedian 
with the Royal English Midget 
Circus, subsequently met Lela 
Mae and married her in 1048. 

I asked if he would tell me 
something of what it is like to 
be doli-size. Ronnie gave a few 
thoughtful puffs on the cigar.
